IMPEACHMENT OF 
JUDGE IS URGED. 


Trial of Charles Swayne of the 


United States Court of 
Florida May Be Voted 
by Congress. 


SERIOUS CHARGES FILED. 


Only Seven Similar Cases Have 


Been Heard, and Such Pro-- 
ceedings Would Be 
a Novelty.

Washington, D. C., March 21. 


Congress is likely to be treated to the nov- 


elty of an impeachment trial. The judiciary 


committee of the house, after an exciting 


session for half a day, voted to report a reso- 


lution for the impeachment of Judge Charles 


Swayne of the northern district of Florida. 
This report is privileged matter and can be 
taken up in the house atany time. The com- 
mittee has found the general charges pre- 
ferred against Judge Swayne are founded 
upon fact. 


The proceedings were two 


instigated 


months ago by Representative Lamar of { 
Florida, who arose at hie seat in the house 


and presented a formal resolution of im- 
peachment against Judge Swayne, charging 
him with absenteeism, inefficiency, corrup- 
tion, and other crimes and misdemeanors. 


The resolution was referred to the com- 


mittee on judiciary, which appointed a sub- 
committee to go to Florida to hear evidence. 
Of the subcommittee two—Palmer of 
sylvania, republi and Clayton of Ala- 
bama, democrat—voted for impeachment, 
Gillett of California, republican, voted in 
the negative. 

After going over all the evidence today the 
judiciary committee sustained the. subcom- 
mittee and ordered a report made to the 
house through Representative Palmer rec- 
ommending the paseage of a resolution im- 
peaching Judge Swayne. 

Impeachment proceedings are extremely 
rare things. It speaks well for the integrity 
of the United States government that since 
its establishment only seven impeachments 
of federal officials have been made by the 
house of representatives. 

Of these one was thrown out by the sen- 
ate for lack of jurisdiction. Of the six cases 
which were actually tried there were only 
two convictions, as against four acquittais, 
There have been no impeachment proceed- 
ings in congress since the trial of Secretary 
of War Belknap, in 1876, so that even the 
members of the judiciary committee were en- 
tirely unfamiliar with the methods of pro- 
cedure, 

Under the constitution, the house of rep- 
resenatives acts as a grand jury in regard to 
federal offitfals 6f High aches 
the good faith of any official whose case has 
been properly presented to it, and thereupon 
the senate sits as a court and decides whether 
the impeachment or congressional indict- 
ment is sustained by the evidence. 

The house goes farther than merely to vote 
a resolution of impeachment, because it ap- 
points two managers, who present the case 
for the prosecution and who conduct the pro- 
ceedings much along the same 4ines as @ 
prosecuting attorney would do. 

It is far from easy to secure a verdict of 
guilty against any man who is impeached by 
the house of representatives. The constitu- 
tion requires that no person shall be convicted 
by the senate without the concurrence of 
two-thirds of the members present. 

This accounts for the extremely small num- 
ber of convictions, because it goes without 
saying that except in times of great political 
excitement the house of representatives could 
not be induced to present for the considera- 
tion of the senate articles of impeachment 
unless there were some strong facts behind 
them. 

Judgment in case of impeachment under the 
constitution cannot extend beyond removal 
from office and disqualification to hold and 
enjoy any other office or honor, trust, or 
profit under the United States, although, of 
course, a person convicted is Hable to indict- 
ment and punishment according to law. 

-It is for this reason that most of the im- 
peachment proceedings have been against 
federal judges, because they hold ‘their posi- 
tions for life or during good behavior, and 
cannot be removed by an appointing power 
but only through the successful conduct of 
impeachment proceedings instituted by the 
house and tried by the senate. | 

Four out of six cases tried by the senate 
were of federal judges, and the only convic- 
tions ever found were against Judge Picker- 
ing of New Hampshire, just 100 years ago, 
who was convicted of drunkenness and pro- 
fanity, and Judge Humphreys of Tennessee, 
who in 1862 was found guilty of disloyalty. 

Justice Chase of the Supreme court was 
tried and acquitted in 1805, and Judge Peck 
of Missouri twenty-five years later also was 
pronounced not guilty. Secretary Belknap, in 
1876, was acquitted after a sensational trial. 

The first impeachment ever voted by the 
house was against Senator Blount of Ten- 
nessee during the presidency of George Wash- 
ington. In this case the senate declined to 
go into the facts at all on the theory a mem- 
ber of congress was not a civil officer of the 
United States and hence could not be removed 
on impeachment proceedings. 

Of course the most celebrated impeachment 
ever undertaken by the congrese of the 
United States was that of Andrew Johnson 
in 1868. That was distinctly a political af- 
fair, and he was acquitted because the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote of the senate could not 
be secured, the record standing 35 for convie- 
tion and@ 19 for acquittal. 

The margin was a narrow one, but it prob- 
ably was a fortunate thing for the good name 
of the United States that no president has 
been removed from office by an exercise of 
this extraordinary power by which the house 
impeaches and the senate pronounces a ver- 
dict which removes from office. Yet Johnson 
had been impeached by the house by the 
overwhelming vote of 126 to 47, and the reso- 
lution which was passed made eleven specific 
charges of high crimes and misdemeanors. 

Both branches of congress were solidly re- 
publican. Reconstruction had not been com- 
pleted and President Johnson was impeached 
because he had vetoed some reconstruction 
acts and because of an agbitrary attempt to 
remove the secretary of war in deflance of the 
tenure of office act passed by congress. 

That was a time of violent political pass- 
ions, whereas in the case considered by the 
committee today there will be little political 
feeling. Judge Swayne is @ republican, but 
the committee which voted to impeach him is

New York, March 21.—[(Special.)—** Ac- 
cording to the papers,” said Hobart 8.

“I had an offer to sell out to friends of the 
government, who seid what was wanted 
down there was an opposition paper all right, 
but one which the authorities controlled so 
it would not become disrespectful.

I did not spend as much time in jail as might 
be expected from a man who was taken into 
custody sixty-two times. 

“The longest I ever was in jail was over 
night. Sixty times I was acquitted, and 
on one charge, which related to cruelty in 
jail, I pleaded guilty and paid my fine. Four 
native witnesses had sworn to the truth of 
charges which I had printed, but I came to 
the conclusion they lied and paid the fine.”

Walter L. Fisher sent a copy of the report 
to the mayor in the afternoon, with a brief 
note stating that it was submitted for his 
personal information and guidance toward 
whatever action he should deem proper. 
There was no recommendation embodied in 
the letter. The mayor replied to Mr. Fisher, 
inquiring whether Capt. Piper and Rounds- 
man Maher would return to Chicago to tes- 
tify to the charges they made against Chica- 
go policemen. The mayor declared that the 


accused policemen could not be prosecuted 


without this testimony. 

The mayor's reply brought forth from Mr. 
Fisher the intimation that the purpose of 
the report had been misunderstood. 

Expleins City Club’s Attitude. | 

“Of course, I have no doubt that Capt. 
Piper would return, if necessary, to back up 
his report,” said Mr. Fisher. “ But it was 
not the object of the City club to punish these 
ninety-five policemen. It was only our de- 
sire to show up the condition of discipline 
in the police department. Capt. Piper could 
not investigate the whole force, but in the 
short time at his disposal he found 174 viola- 
tions of the rules. That is merely an indi- 
cation that the department lacks discipline. 

“Perhaps a complete investigation would 
show as many as 500 policemen unfit for 
duty. It would be unfair to punish those 
ninety-five men when there are foun or five 
times that number who are just as guilty.’’ 

It was reported during the day that the 
City club was considering a financial plan 
whereby the city would be enabled to add 
more policemen to the force. A part of this 
plan was said to be the creation of the office 
of police commissioner, with the recom- 
mendation of the appointment of Capt. Piper 
to the place. Mr. Fisher professed ignorance 
of any such plan. 

Chief O’Neill had a two hour conference 
with the mayor on the subject of disciplinary 
reforms. 


+ “The chief has some promotions that he 
wishes to make as the first step in reforming 


existing abuses,’ said the mayor later. 
“There are séveral lieutenants, patrol and 


desk sergeans to be appointed to fill vacan- 


cies. The Piper report shows that the patrol 
sergeants have been derelict of duty in en- 
forcing discipline. It now appears that there 
The patrol 
sergeants declare that they frequently report 
superior offi- 

cers, but that the reports are invariab! 
pigeonholed. I therefore have suggested that 
the sergeants make two reports of each com- 
laint,

Developments Expected Today. 


In the arrest yesterday of Anna or Edna 
Riley, the former habitué of a saloon at 86 
Wells street. the Chicago police believe they 
have taken an important step toward solving 
the mystery of thé death of Andrew Swan- 
aon, a wealthy farmer, near Kenosha, Wis. 

By the testimony of other occupants of the 
Wells street resort it has been established 
that the woman accompanied Swanson from 
Chicago to Kenosha as his wife shortly be- 
fore he was last seen alivé. 

Previously she is said to have posed ase his 
wife in signing a quit claim deed to property 
owned by Swanson at Twin Lake, Wis. For 
tuis property Swanson is known to have re- 

ceived $1,300. 


Finding of the Body. 

When the body of the farmer with a 
broken suspender tied around the neck and 
a deep bruise on the forehead was found in 
a snow drift near Kenosha last Sunday, the 
pockets were empty. Deeds to property he 
was said to have carried were missing. 

A coroner's jury at Kenosha yesterday 
adjourned until Wednesday after hearing the 
report of an examination of the body made 
by Undertaker W. T. Wait of Elgin. Later 
Wait returned with the bodyto Elgin. 

Swanson, who was 60 years old, was for- 
merly a resident of Elgin, and his widow re- 
sides there, at 216 Wellington avenue. Mrs. 
Swanson is said to have discovered the at- 
tempt of her husband to represent another 
woman as his wife in the sale of his property 
and to have exposed him. 

The Kenosha police yesterday advanced 
the theory that Swanson had been led to com- 
mit suicide by remorse over this exposure. 
The fact that a piece of the suspender with 
which the farmer had been hanged was found 
on a tree near the body was held to sub- 
stantiate this theory. 


Hope to Clear the Mystery. 

In the arrest of the Riley woman, however, 
the Chicago police think they have taken an 
important step toward clearing the mystery. 
She was arrested during the morning at her 
home, 319 Franklin street, by detectives from 
the Chicago avenue station. 

It was learned that Swanson had met the 
Riley woman while rooming at 86 Wells 
street. He became infatuated with her, 
friends of the woman say, and made her 
presents of clothes and money. 

Before his departure for Kenosha, accom- 
panied by the woman, on March 8, Swanson 
is said to have boasted that he expected to 
receive a large sum of money for property 
he owned at Twin Lakes. He displayed a 
paper purporting to be a deed to this prop- 
erty. 

The woman returned to the hotel the same 
day and reported to the proprietress, Mrs. 
E. 8. Meed, that she had left Swanson in 
Kenosha. 

A man named “ Schroeder,” residing at 
Twin Lakes, was mentioned by the woman 
as the prospective purchaser of Swanson’s 
property. The sum Swanson was to receive, 
she said, was ‘‘ over a thousand dollars.” 

A brother of the woman under arrest, Mar- 
tin Riley, who also lived at the house in 
Franklin street, disappeared yesterday when 
tol@ that the place had been visited by de- 
tectives. A sister of the woman, Gertrude 
Bains, resides at 24 St. Michael's court.

THEN BEATEN AS A ROBBER. 


Herman Barrett, Attacked by Vitriol 
Hurler, Runs Into Saloon in Forty- 
third Street for Water and Is Ejected. 


Blinded by vitriol thrown in his face by ¢ 
man disguised as a woman, Herman Bar- 
rett last evening dashed into the saloon of 
William E. Jordan, 825 West Forty-third 
street, and groped his way behind the bar 
in an effort to obtain water to assuage the 
pain.

The approach of spriig is the opportunity 
of the automobilist in Chicago to. prove both 
‘his efficiency and his considerations for the 
public. In all circumstances he is supposed 


to have advantage over all other vehicles 


driven for pleasure. His-machine needs 
only a fraction of the room required for a 
horse drawn vehicle. It is under his con- 
trol as a spirited team of horses never could 
be. 

Owners of automobiles are in closer. 
touch, perhaps, than are the owners of any 
other driven vehicle: Let them begin with 
the spring to take more care of the rights of 
others. 


VIGILANCE COMMITTEE GOVERNMENT. 
The Piper report is another step toward 
government by vigilance committees. 
Health Commissioner Reynolds can un- 
derstand why vigilance committees have 
become necessary. Early last week a citi- 
zen presented him with written charges 
against Sanitary Inspector Clarke. “ What 
do you think of the Clarke case?” said the 
citizen. “I don’t know anything about it,” 
said Reynolds, “ and I don’t care anything 
about it.” 
A “don’t care” government leads direct- 
ly to a vigilance committee government. 
The Piper report attacked the police de- 
partment. The City club, acting as a vig- 
jlance committee, did the work which a 
“ don’t care” government was too indolent 
to undertake. If the City club had not in- 
tervened the police department would today 
be just where it was yesterday and tomor- 
row just where it is today. Our “ don’t 
care’ government has no motive power of 
its own. It waits for some vigilance com- 
mittee to give it a hypodermic injection. 
The police department employs vehicle in- 
spectors. During the recent graft investi- 
gation these inspectors were shown to be 
absolutely unnecessary. They were also 
shown to be labor politicians playing poli- 
tics laboriously and laboring only now and 
then. When the superintendent of police 
sent in his demands on next year’s budget 
he complained most lugubriously about the 
poverty of hisdepartment, He said nothing 
about dropping the vehicle inspectors. It 


‘will be necessary for a “ Citizens’ Vehicular 


Inspectorial association” to make an in- 
vestigation, present a report, and begin pro- 
ceedings before the civil service commission. 

It might be supposed to be the duty of 


the building department to be interested in 


the housing of the people of Chicago. It 
was the City Homes association that fur- 
nished the idea and the agitation for the 
new tenement houge ordinance. 

‘It is the duty of the department of public 
works to keep the city clean. Some citizens 
have learned to subscribe to local improve- 
ment associations for the purpose of get- 
ting their streets swept and their garbage 
removed. Citizens who have not learned to 
subscribe to local improvement associations 


garbage removed. 

It is, and for seven or eight years has 
been, the duty of the city administration to 
revive the commerce of Chicago by making 
arrangements for the removal of the tunnels. 
For seven or eight years the city has been 
corrugating its brows and thinking that 
it was busy. There being no citizens’ tunnel 
dynamiting association, the federal gov- 
erhment itself has been Sbliged to step in. 

It is the duty of the health department to. 
inspect milk. The private consumers of 
milk were obliged to form a Chicago milk 
commission. 

It is the duty of the health department to 
compel landlords to replace privy vaults with 
sanitary plumbing. Hull house had ta 
spend a great deal of time and a great deal 
of money on an investigation proving to the 
health department that it was allowing the 
privy vaults to continue in existence. 

It is the duty of the health department 
to inspect plumbing in new buildings. The 
health department, seeing the inspectors 
go out in the morning and come back in 
the evening, supposed that they were 
spending the day in the discharge of their 
duties, It was not until the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation adopted the plan of following the 
inspectors around that the health depart: 
ment learned that its employés were im- 
periling the health of the city of Chicago by 
allowing pipes to be installed uninspected. 

The street car system of the city of Chi- 
cago is subject to the regulation of the 
city council. The police power that au- 
‘thorized the order for the issuance of trans- 
fers at intersecting points would authorize 
also an order for a sufficient number of 
cars. There is no order for a_ sufficient 
number of cars. There is no attempt even 
_to secure continuous service from the cars 
already on the tracks. The truth of this 
statement will be appreciated by the citizen 
who has had to ride on three square inches 
of the step of the platform of a Halsted 
street car and who, on reaching the end of 
the line, has seen five cars standing idle. 
Shall we have to organize a citizens’ com- 
mittee for the settlement of the traction 
question? The city has been working at 
that question for years and seems with every 
year to tie it up in bigger and harder knots. 

In answer to all of this the city says: 
* Poverty.” The mayor, the health com- 
missioner, the building commissioner, and 
the commissioner of public works all with 
one accord say: “ Poverty.” Did they 
therefore take steps toward securing a 
larger income for the city government? 
Who called the new charter convention? 

Who put through the legislature the bill 
embodying the new city charter which will 
give the city more money? A group of pri- 
vate citizens. 

This kind of thing may be said to be a 
tonic for the city government. The danger 
Is that the city government may contract 
the tonie habit. We have almost arrived at 
the point where we may expect to hear a 
city hall official say: “ What? Enforce 
that law? Why, there is no Citizens’ 
League for the Pncouragement. of an Atti 
tude of Hostility Toward Murder. The 
public doesn’t want that law enforced.” 


CONGESTION OF IMMIGRANTS. 
How to prevent half of the 1,000, 000 im- 
migrants to the United States from settling 


in the cities of New York, Pennsylvania, |’ 


Massachusetts, Connecticut, and New Jer- 
sey is the latest problem in immigration. To 
scatter these newcomers to the west and 
south is one of the remedies proposed. How 
to carry it out is not decided. 

The personal character of the immigrant 
too long was a sole question with students 
of immigration. While the attention of the 
lawmaker was held so closely to weeding 
out pauper and criminal from the masses of 
neweomers, the distribution of the immi- 
grants.jvas lost to sight. Not till a combi- 
nation of circumstances had_ brought these 
people to the shores of a country already 
struggling with municipal ills in its crowded

At the first, the distribution of immigra- 
tion was simple. The Englishman, the Ger- 
man, and the Irishman disposed of them- 
selves to their individual best advantage. 

These nationals 
drifted to the western mines and ranches, to 
the northern wheat fields or the towns and 
cities of the middle west.. But the Mediter- 
ranean immigrant insists on remaining in 
the Atlantic coast cities. He herds together 
in settlements exclusively of his kind. The 
Ghetto and “ Little Italy ” become well de- 
fined areas on the maps of the great urban 
communities of the east. 

How to prevent this congestion of unde- 
sirable immigrants in cities is a problem 
which it will require a statesman to solve. 


NEWSPAPERS AND FPULPITS. 

It was something more than a coincident 

that on Sunday, when the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor was having much to say 
against admitting to that body a delegate 
from the Presbyterian Ministers’ associa- 
tion, the pastor of a Chicago church was 
lamenting the fact that the modern news- 
paper had so little space to give to news of 
the religious world.

In the one 
application for membership in a great labor 
body the Chicago preachere acknowledge 
that they “ desire to know more ofthe aims 
of the workers.” In the criticism of the 
newspaper with reference to religious news 
is an implied confession that the church is 
finding itself an institution unto itself and 
circumscribed in its influences until it has 
few interests for outsiders. 
Ordinarily, the preacher who speaks 
against the newspaper for not giving more 
space to ¢hurch and religious news is incon- 
sistent. Times beyond count he himself 
goes to the newspaper for his text. Why, 
with the bible in hand, should he take up 
some local situation, or political intrigue, 
or chance happening in the world’s busy 
life, and talk to the theme to the exclusion 
of the’ book of- books? Whzy else, unless the 
strict doctrinal topic has palled upon his 
hearers? And if it has palled upon holders 
of pews in his church, shall it be made a 
news feature to the world when a conven- 
tion of such churches is assembled for 
doctrinal debate and routine business?

Lord Milner’s exclusion of William 
Stead, the well known London editor, from 
south Africa on account.of the speeches 
which he has been delivering denouncing the 
pregent methods of government in that par- 
ticular portion of the British empire, serves 
to recall the fact: that Lord Cromer since he 
has been in Egypt has on several occasions 
found himself obliged to adopt similar meas- 
ures with regard to notable Englishmen 
who were making trouble by their utter- 
ances in the land of the Nile Among the 
number whom the earl was obliged to ex- 
clude from Egypt have been the late Sir 
William Gregory and Wlifred Blunt, two of 
the most charming yet wrong headed men 
that it is possible to conceive. Sir William, 
although he spent the greater portion of his 
life in the service of the crown, his last ap- 
pointment being the governorship of Ceylon, 
attracted attention while still in office by his 
enthusiastic advocacy of the confederacy 
during the civil war in this country, and 
after his retirement by his ardent cham- 
pionship of the so-called nationalist and rev- 
olutionary element in Egypt. Indeed, he 
was largely responsible for the insurrection 
of 1882, which culminated in the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria, since his openly avowed 
sympathy with Arabi and hie fellow rebels 
caused them as well as the other natives to 
believe that in their movement against the 
khedive they had the approval and support 
of the British government. It was quite im- 
possible to convince them the fact that 
Sir WilMam was merely a retired official, 
and consequently when a few years later 
he endeavored to return to Egypt Lord 
Cromer feit compelled to bar him from the 
country. 


The same measure was adopted for a time 
with regard to Wilfred Blunt, formerly of 
the English diplomatic service, but who had 
adopted a similar attitude to that of Sir 
Wiliam. Wilfred Blunt is married to a 
granddaughter of the poet Lord Byron, and 
for some years past has been permitted to 
reénter Egypt, where, together with Lady 
Ann Blunt, who is quite as eccentric and as 
brilliant as himself, he now spends nearly 
all his winters. 

Wilfred Blunt, I may add, is one of ‘the 
greatest authorities in the world on thesub- 
ject of Arab horses, which he breedsin Eng- 
land on his estates at Crabett park. His 
wife's mother was that “ Ada, sole daugh- 
ter of my house and heart,”’ of whom the 
poet wrote in his “ Chi.de Harold's cil- 
grimage.”

it should be known just as widely that as 
soon as ever the British government learned 
of the matter the names of the officers in 
question were removed by the admiralty 
from the list of officers of the English navy. 
Moreover, the application made to the Brit- 
ish consul at Genoa for permission to fly 
the English flag on the voyage out to Ja- 
pan was at once peremptorily refused, and 
the two cruisers in question made the trip 
under Japanese colors. It remains to be 
seen whether the officers in question can 
be court martialed for .rendering, this 
service to the mikado. But this is doubtful, 
as they had not only already retired from 
the English navy, but had even compounded 
their pension for a lump sum and were only 
retained on the emergency list by the ad- 
miralty. All this was explained by Lord 
Selborne, the first lord of the British ad- 
miralty, in the house of lords at Westmin- 
ster the other day. 

Turkey’s sultan has just sustained a loss, 
or rather, I should say, a defection, which 
has gone near to his heart—namely: that 
of Gen. Ahmed Dijeladdin Pasha, a gefieral 
of the army, and until recently not merely 
one of his most trusted confidants and prin- 
cipal aids de camp but likewise his adopt- 
ed son. Many years ago, before Abdul 
Hamid succeeded to the throne, he found 
one day in the neighborhood of his suburban 
palace of Kiathane on the shores of the 
Sweet waters of Europe a half starved and 
abandoned child of tender years. The prince 
took a fancy to the little fellow, brought him 
home, gave him the name of Ahmed Djelad- 
din, and, becoming more and more fond of 
him, eventually adopted him and brought 
him up almost as his own son.. 

As soon as Abdul Hamid became sultan 
he advanced his favorite to the rank of 
pasha, made him his principal secretary, 
the chief of the entire secret police as well 
as of the imperial bodyguard, and married 
him to a princess of the khedivial family, a 
niece of old Khedive Ismail, who possessed 
a fortune in her own right of about $100,000 
a year. Until quite recently Ahmed Djelad- 
din Pasha was all powerful not only in the 
sultan’s entourage but throughout his do- 
minions. 

But the Yildiz kiosque is a hotbed of in- 
trigue from which no one is safe, and a 
month or so ago, when the sultan insisted 
that he should take an Albanian of the 
name of Mehemed into his service as con- 
fidential secretary, the pasha understood at 
once from past experience in the case of 
others that he had in some way incurred 
the suspicion of his sovereign, and was to 
be subjected to espionage of the most dis- 
agreeable character. Others realized. this, 
too, and showed by their altered manner to 
the pasha that they believed his sun 
was on the wane, and that stories with any 
appearance of truth to his detriment would 
receive a ready hearing in the highest 
quarters. 

Fortunately, his wife had left a short time 
previously for Cairo, to look after her 
estates there, to visit her relatives, and to 
spend the winter. Ahmed thereupon re- 
quested permission from the sultan to join 
her on the ground that he had received 
news of her illness. This was refused, and 
then the pasha felt that his case was be- 
coming critical and that there was no time 
to be lost. So he drove two days afterwards 
as usual at noon to the Commercial club in 
Pera, to take luncheon, and to play his 
daily rubber of whist afterwards, leaving 
his carriage before the door and his spy 
attendant at a café or restaurant across the 
way. Twenty minutes afterwards an elder- 
ly English gentleman with a high silk hat, 
spectacles, gray hair, and gray side whis- 
kers, and no mustache sauntered out of the 
club, entered a cab, drove down to the 
wharf, showed his English passports to the 
police officials on duty there, and boarded 
without hindrance the English steamer, 
which sailed a quarter of an hour later for

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


MR. HAMILTON’S KOREA. 


A Timely Work on the Hermft Nation by 
One Who Knows. 


A timely book is “KOREA,” by Angus 
Hamilton, a well known English war cor- 
respondent, and Messrs. Scribner are now 
rushing it through the press. Mr. Ham- 
ilton writes in the readable manner of the 
journalist, and his book is therefore likely 
to have more readers than if it were dryer 
though more profound. What he has to say 
of the court of Corea is interesting, as is, 
in fact, all the book. The emperor, he tells 
us, “is almost a cipher in the management 
of his empire. Nominally, the emperor of 
Corea enjoys the prerogative and independ- 
ence of an autocrat; in reality he is in the 
hands of that party whose intrigues for the 
time being may have given them the upper 
hand. He is the slave of the superb im- 
moralities of his women. When he breaks 
away from their gentle thraldom, in the 
endeavor to free himself from their political 
associations, his exceedingly able and un- 
scrupulous minister, Yo Yon Ik, rules him 
with a rod of iron.”” His majesty is 54 years 
of age and 5 feet 4inchesin height. His face 
is pleasant; impassive in repose, brighten- 
ing with an engaging smile when in conversa- 
tion. He is ignorant of western languages, 
but he is an earnest student of those educa- 
tional works which have been translated 
for the schodls he has established in his 
capital. 

Mr. Hamilton does not prophesy much 

as to the future of Corea, but he gives 
details as to its commercial prospects, and 
what is perhaps more interesting to the 
general reader, its domestic manners. He 
har not a high opinion of the government 
and gives the reasons for his belief. He 
is not surprised that the Coreans hate the 
Japanese, for “‘ [t is the scum of Japan that 
has settled upon Corea.’’ Within recent 
years so much has occurred to alter the con- 
dition of Japan and to flatter the vanity 
of those island people, that Mr. Hamilton 
finds they have lost their sense of per- 
spective. “ Puffed up with conceit, they now 
permit themselves to commit social and ad- 
n.inistrative excesses of the most detestable 
character. Their extravagant arrogance 
blinds them to the absurdities and follies of 
their actions, making manifest the fact that 
their gloss of civilization is the merest veneer. 
Their conduct in Corea shows them to be 
destitute of moral and intellectual fiber. 
They are debauched in business, and the 
prevalence of dishonorable practices in pub- 
lic life makes them indifferent to private vir- 
tues.’’ 
There are some 20,000 Japanese in Corea, 
and “‘ the Japanese settlement is the curse 
of every treaty port in that island.” I glean 
from the tone of Mr. Hamilton's book that 
if Russia should give Japan a good trouncing 
he will not be sorry. 


SHOT FOR A SPY. 

A Biography of, Spencer Kellogg Brown, 
a Civil War Soldier. ar 

“SPMNCER KELLOGG BROWN,” by 
George Gardner Smith (D. Appleton & Co.), 
is founded upon the diary of Brown, who was 
hanged as a spy in Richmond in 1863, aged 21. 
‘'rhough, so tar as recorded, not a kinsman 
of John Brown of Osawatomie, his youth was 
spent in the same town, to which, indeed, his 
tather had given its name. Athrilling ac- 
count of early days in Kansas fills up the 
first part of the book. When the war between 
the states broke out Brown enlisted, first in 
the army, afterwards in the navy, and served 
with Porter on the Mississippi river. While 
sinking a rebel ferryboat near Port Hudson 
he was enticed ashore by men who professed 
to be union sympathizers, made prisoner, and 
sent to Richmond. The letters and journals 
of this boy give a good inside view of a 
soldier’s life, and it is to be regretted that the 
story was brought to an untimely end. It is 
such an intimate record as this that makes us 
realize the sarifice which the war against, 
siavery and forthe unioninvolved.

Roused by Alleged Embezzlement of 


Two School Boys and Heavy Fining 
of Fruit Dealers Who Conduct Slot 
Machines, Detectives Make. Raids 
and Arrest Three Men and Catch Ten 
Boys—Jastice Hurley Declares Evil 
Among School Pupils Must Stop. 


Gambling by boys and girle, still pupils 
in the grade schools, which led to the al- 
leged embezzlement of $35 by Thomas and 
Willie Maher, 13 and 11 years of age, has 
resulted in a crusade against slot machines 
in fruit stores in the Thirty-fifth street po- 
Hoe precinct. Justice T. D. Hurley yester- 
day gave encouragement to the police by 
imposing fines of $85 each on Peter Manie- 
atios and George Pelolas, proprietors of a 
store at Thirty-eighth street and Camp- 
bell avenue, where the Maher boys say they 
lost the money. After this telHing rebuke to 
the fruit dealers the court delivered this 


-advice to the police: 


“Women gamblers and men. gamblers are 
bad enough, but when little children are 


‘being schdoled ‘in the vice it is time to take’ 


extreme measures to correct the evil. Get 
after the fruit store slo. machines where 
children play and bring the proprietors to 


me. I will do the rest.”

“If nature had an orchestna she would 
make such music as is contained in ‘Sieg- 
fried," "" such was the declaration of a 
preminent Wagnerian commentator on the 
second division of the “‘ Ring of the Nibe- 
lung” trilogy. The enthusiastic statement 
is not without fits striking aptness, for in 
no work the operatic stage can call its own 
is there so much of the sound and spirit of 
outdoor life as in this music-drama, None 
of its three acts play in a house or a dwelling 
place made by human hands, the voices of 
the woods, the song of birds, the growls and 
roars of dragons, the hiss of steam, the 
gleam of fire—all these have an essential 
place in this great drama of elemental peo- 
ple and life, and their refiection is found 
in the orchestral score as clear and exact 
as the magician Wagner knew so skillfully 
and so perfectly how-to produce. 

There is not a person in the drama whom 
the conditions of civilization have changed 
from those of nature. Even Wotan, the all- 
knowing, is but a wanderer, a deity tramp 
who has deserted Walhall for the roaming 
life amid forest and field. Nature and natur- 
al condition are everywhere predominant in 
** Siegfried,"’ and the music is in truth such 
as nature does make with the mighty or- 
chestra which is her own—the music which 
might be heard had we not unfortunately 
wandered so far from her abiding places that 
our ears have grown dulled with other 
coarser sounds. 

The performance which Mr. Conried’s 
forces offered last evening was among the 
best “* Siegfried ’’ has ever received in this 
city. Few works depend so completely on 
the capabilities of the performer to whom the 
leading roleis intrusted as does “ Siegfried.”’ 
If the boyish hero be well presented the 
music-drama is a success; ifit be indifferent- 
ly or inadequately done the hearer is bored 
beyond all endurance. Fortunately last 
evening Mr. Burgstaller had the title part 
and a more delightful and satisfactory pre- 
sentment of the difficult rdle could scarcely 
be desired. When seen here last season the 
young tenor pleased by his impersonation, 
but since that time he has improved it in 
many particulars. It is now a matured, 
carefully rounded, well balanced portrayal, 
its principal outlines showing the results of 
intelligent, thorough study of the character, 
and a wealth of significant and effective de- 
tails lending to it high artistic value. The 
buoyancy, the abundance of animal strength 
and spirits, the fearlessness, the simplicity 
and honesty of thought and emotion—in a 
word, the naturalness of the boy Siegfried, 
Mr. Burgstaller has appreciated and is able 
to present to the spectator in thoroughly 
convincing and delightful manner. 

The hint of awkwardness that is the asso- 
ciate of immature yet robust youth, the actor 
lends his embodiment, and this withott sac- 
rificing grace and beauty of movement and 
gesture. He plays the part with affection, 
and the temperamental enthusiasm and im- 
pulsiveness he imparts to his work make 
the portrayal one of the few thoroughly sat- 
isfying the réle has ever received here. Only 
the Siegfried of Max Alvary in its finest 
revealment was the equal of the one Mr. 
Burgstaller gave us last evening. 

And vocally the artist's performance was 
no less admirable. He has learned to sing 
and sing well, has this stalwart youth from 
Bavaria, and his delivery of the Wagner 
music made possible the realization of how 
natural, how expressively true, and how 
beautiful in many iInsjances the Wagnerian 
recitative is when given in finished, intelli- 
gent fashion. His singing of the Sword 
song was accomplished with no evidence of 
voice weariness, and the long conversation 
with Mime in the first act was made bright, 
interesting, and artistically effective by the 
accentuation of the boyish humor and jollity 
that is inherent in the scene. . The question- 
ing concerning the name and fate of his 
mother was on the other hand done with an 
emotional sincerity and directness that was 
instant in its appeal to the listener’s feelings, 
and in the second act this note of longing 
for the mother-affection was again struck 
with admirable surety and skill.

FIRST BOLT STARTS FIRE 


LIGHTNING STRIKES OIL TANK 
AND BIG PLANT IS IN DANGER. 


Thunder Sterm Bursts Over the City at 
Night, Causing Spectacular Blaze at 
Schuttler & Hots Wagon Plant—Big 


Building Saved After Hard Fight—/| 


Heavy Rain Follows Day Marked by 
Unusual Rise in Temperature— 
Morning Squall on North Side. 


Chicago had its first thunder storm of the 
season yesterday. In the morning Lake View 
and the north shore were visited by a severe 
rain and wind storm, and last night there 
was a heavy downpour throughout the city. 

During the worst of the thunder storm a 
bolt of ightning struck a 2,000 gallon tank of 
oil in the plant of Schuttler & Hotz, wagon 
manufacturers, Twenty-second and Rock- 
well streets. In a moment the big tank was 
blazing fiercely, lighting up the neighborhood 
for blocks like a great torch. The tank soon 
exploded, scattering oil all around. 

Fearing that the fiery fluid would spread 
to the big buildings and stock of hardwood, a 
second alarm was sent in. After a hard 
struggle the fire was kept from spreading. 
The loss was estimated at $5,000. 


Woman Is Severely Shocked. 


Lightning also struck a’ dwelling at 1157 
Forty-fifth avenue, Austin, occupied by the 
family of John Paspello. Mrs. Paspello was 
severely shocked. The loss was $100. 

About midnight two trolley wires under the 
downtown elevated loop were burned out. 
The first to go was at Fifth avenue and 
Madison street, where the water caused the 
wire to ground on the iron structure. Ther 
was a loud report followed by a blinding 
flash and a shower of sparks. Pedestrians 
fled to a safe distance and there watched the 


brilliant display, which lasted for five 


minutes. 

A few minutes later a wire at Fifth avenue 
and Lake street was grounded and there was 
another pyrotechnical display. No one was 
injured. 


Unusual Rise in Temperature. 


While the barometer fluttered during the 
Gay, the temperature took spurts upward of 
8 and 4 degrees ata time.

New York, March 21.—[Special.})—Sensa- 
tional developments are expected to follow 
the refusal of creditors of Danie) J. Sully 
& Co. te accept the terms of settlement 
which that firm presemted today. Charges 
of: bad faith and treachery on the part 
of friends of Sully are made, and it is 
said if Sully doés not begin suit to recover 
amounts reaching into millions, which, it is 
alleged, are due the firm for speculation, the 
creditors assuredly will. 


score creditors of the firm of Daniel J. Sully 
& Co., who were members of the cotton ex- 
change. Business was done as usual, but 
few traders were inclined to make any com- 
mitments, for they did not know whether 
their capital would be impaired, if not wiped 
out, according to the settlement which the 
Sully firm would make. 


Offers 45 Per Cent Cash. 


After the close of the exchange a proposal 
was brought from Sully that he would set- 
tle on a basis of 45 per cent with each, the 
balance in notes, for which Habilities cer- 
tain creditors and customers of the firm were 
offered as collateral. It was discovered aft- 
erward that certain of these liabilities were 
contingent upon the success in proving the 
Itability of two prominént capitaliats, who 
were said to have been associated with Sully 
in his cotton market operations. 5 

At the same time Sully consented to allow 
his creditors to name two new assignees. . 
At the meeting it also was announced the 
excess of lHabilities over the assets would be 
about $3,500,000. This is $1,000,000 in excess 
of previous estimates. After a stormy ses- 
sion, in which all the exchange creditors dig- 
cussed the proposal, it was decided to refuse 
Sully’s terms of settlement. Meetings were 
held late into the night, and a committee 
was appointed to take steps and discuss 
plans to place the firm in involuntary bank- 
ruptecy. It was thought the action might be 
taken at once. 


Lacked Funds at Critical Time. 

The names of Edwin Hawley and Frank 
Ray currently were mentioned by exchange 
brokers as being in some way connected with 
the operations of Sully. 

It is alleged the failure of the “ cotton 
king "’ was brought about by their action in 
refusing to supply funds on Friday, and the 
immediate cause of his suspension was the 
failure of Hawley to make a loan of $600,000 
at 1 o’clock Friday afternoon. In this loan, 
it is said, Ray was to participate. 

Brokers who left the meeting said that 
they did not anticipate any unfavorable re- 
sults on the market, and many others 
thought that losses sustained would force 
suspension.

Not to Be in an Amicable Frame 
of Mind.

A dispatch from Albany tonight says Gov.

All the governor's 
friends refuse to attach any importance to 
his formal recognition of Senator Platt as 
the leader of the party, and they declare 
that it shall have no more effect than similar 
episodes of the past. 

They look upon the professions made by 
the governor as a humiliation put upon him 
by Senator Platt and his friends and they 
will lose no opportunity for ** getting even ”’ 
and restoring the governor's lost. prestige. 
The feeling seems even more bitter than it 
did before the conference.

STOPS THE SHERIFF’S SPEECH. 


Disturber Interrupts Barrett at a Big

‘Sure, you're right there,’’ interjected the 
aisturber of party harmony. “ He’s no turn- 
coat, Tom Barrett.” 

“None of that!” “Cut it out!” “ Put 
him out!” came from all parts of the hall.

Mr. Barrett smiled weakly, reddened, and 
said: 

“It doesn’t make any difference. I don’t 
feel bad,” and sat down before he had fairly 
started. The peace breaker afterward apoi- 
ogized.

FORMER MAYOR OF GOTHAM| 


| MAKING CHARGES, 


WHO HAS PASSED AWAY 


WILLIATT RF. 
. GRACE, 


New York, March 21.—Former Mayor 
William R. Grace died of pneumonia today 
at his residence in this city. 

Mr. Grace was elected mayor of New York 
in 1880 on the democratic ticket, and was 
again elected in 1884. During the famine 
in Ireland he contributed large sums to the 
relief of the stricken peasantry. He was 
born in Queenstown. In 1890 his firm, W. 
R. Grace & Co., effected a settlement of the 
debt of the Peruvian government, amounting 
to $40,000,000. His wealth is estimated at 
many millions. 

In 1884 the Tammany démocracy conspired 
with the republicans to nominate a weak: 
candidate for mayor, and give him half 
hearted support, if Tammany for its part 
would be indifferent to the nationa! candi- 
date, Mr. Cleveland, and would, in fact, de- 
liberately cut him at the polls. 

Daniel. Manning, then chairman of the 
national committee, urged Mr. Grace to ac- 
cept a nomination for mayor that would be 
made by a citizens’ organization and by the 
independent democracy. Mr. Grace accepted 
that view, was nominated, made the cam- 
paign, and in the last days of it forced the 
Tammany democracy to abandon its oppo- 
sition to Cleveland. Grace was elected, and 
s0 was Grover Cleveland. 

Mr. Grace originated the plan for the 
Grant mausoleum and founded the Grace 
Industrial school. 


IRISH REVOLUTIONIST IS DEAD. 


Capt. Daniel F. Gleason, Fighter and 
Labor Leader, Succumbs After 
Months of Illness. 


Capt. Daniel F. Gleason, for over forty 
years a prominent Irish nationalist of rev- 
olutionary ideas, and an old resident of 
Chicago, was buried yesterday. The serv- 
ices were in St. Charles’ church, Bishop 
Muldoon delivering the sermon. Interment 
was at Calvary. , 

Mr. Gleason served through the civil war 
in the union army and then participated in 
the Fenian movement. When that attempt 
failed he returned to Ireland and was ar- 
rested, but released after six months in 
jail... Finding it impossible to live in Ireland 
Gleason went to Liverpool, where he par- 
ticipated in the unsuccessful attack on Ch 
ter castle. 

After that he returned to New York, soon 
coming. te Chicago to reside. -He was an 
active figure in labor circles, also, and was 
the union candidate for congress in the old 
Second district, opposing Frank Lawler. He 
failed of election by six votes. 

- Sixteen months ago Mr. Gleason's health 
failed, and he was thereafter confined to his 
house, 411 Robey street. For the last six 
months he had been blind. His last words 
before his death on Friday were the exile’s 
toast to the old country: 

** Here’s to thee, gra, gal, machree, 
Three thousand ‘miles away.” 


OBITUARY. 


DR. WILLIAM O. OSGOOD, Chicago, died 
last Sunday afternoon at his residence, 2336 
Wabash avenue. During the civil war he was 
lieutenant colonel of the Seventh Kansas cav- 
airy. He had resided in Chicago nearly forty 
years. The burial will be at 10 a. m. tomor- 
row from 22 East Adams street. TheG.A. Ql. 
will have charge of the services. 

FRANCOIS DONOHUE, Chicago, died yes- 
terday at his residence, 455 East North ave- 
nue. He was 70 years old, and was born in 
Montreal. During many years he was in 
the express business. In 1886 he came to 
Chicago and organized the Merchants’ Parcel 
Delivery company, which he managed until 
his retirement in 1897. 

A. W. COLGATE of Morristown, Mass., a 
wealthy soap manufacturer, aged 65, fell dead 
as he was about to enter the residence of a 
friend at Pasadena, Cal., yesterday. Death 
was due to heart failure. He had been at 
Pasadena since Dec. 19 and was apparently in 
the best of health. 

DAVID 8S. GOODING of Greenfield, Ind., 
is dead at the age of 80. He was United States 
marshal for the District of Columbia under 
President Andrew Johnson. 


CHARLES B. HICKS, Lebanon, Ind., the 
great prophet and’ past great sachem of the 
Indiana Red Men, dropped dead yesterday.

| Postal Official Testifies He Did 


Not Accuse Members of 


SIMPLY GAVE THE FACTS. 


Made the Investigation Solely 
_ Beeause Beavers Was Un- | 
~ der Suspicion. 


Washington, D. C., March 21,—[Special. 
Members of congress who were indignant 
over the charges made that congressmen 


}-had violated the law’in securing increased 


Clerk. hire and increased rentals for their 
constituents were. particularly interested to- 
day in the rigid cross examination of Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow be- 
fore the McCall committee. 
The fourth assistant postmaster general 
was a witness for the greater part of the 


day, and he was hectored and badgered by 


indignant congressmen until 2 o'clock, and 
‘he admitted in response to persistent ques- 
tioning that, personally he knew of no case 
in which members of congress had violated 
the postal law. 

The committee first took up the matter of 


rentals, 
Rent of fourth class offices, it was ex-— 


plained. by Mr. Bristow, was limited by law: 
to a maximum of $400 a year and an allow- 
ance of $60 for fuel and light. 

Mr. Bristow admitted that the increased 
rental at Johnson’ City and Humboldt, in 
Tennessee, might have been justified. 


Explains His Report. | 

Mr. Burton took the witness in hand and 
stated that the investigation of the commit- 
tee was largely due to the Bristow report of 
last October. 

Mr. Bristow explained that in his report 
of the postal investigation, dated Oct. 24, he 
was not endeavoring to ascertain whether 
a member of congress had done a proper or 
ee act. Continuing, Mr. Bristow 


What I was endeavoring to investigate was 
Mr. Beavers. That report refers to the methods 
of his administration and in diecuesing that It ne- 
cessitated bringing in instances where members of 
congress had made recommendations that he had 
allowed where I considered such allowances im- 
proper. I did not consider it incumbent on me 
to state whether a member of congress had done 
anything improper or not. I simply set forth the 
facts and drew my conclusion with reference to 
Mr. Beavers’ administration. 


Knows Nothing Improper. 

“Do you know,” asked Mr. Burton, “ of 
any case in this report of improper conduct 
with reference to the making of leases on 
the part of congressmen?’’: 

“TI don’t know of any, but’I am not fa- 
miliar with that report, so I don't see that 
I can satisfactorily express myself with ref- 
erence to it.’’ 

Mr. Bartlett called Mr> Bristow’s atten- 
tion to a statement in the original Bristow 
report as follows: 

The foregoing cases refer to clerk hire in third 
and fourth class offices. A hundred other simflar 


] cases could be cited. The millions that have been 


appropriated for that purpose for the last four years 
have been used by Beavers largely as an official 
perquisite for the benefit of his personal and 
political friends. 

Mr. Bristow was asked to submit the hun- 
dred other cases, and said that before writ- 
ing that statement he had been going over 
a large number of cases—150 or 200—and he 
had simply made a general statement of a 
hundred. 

“It was the rhetoric of the report,” inter-~ 
jected Mr. Bartlett. 


Suspicious of Beavers. 

Mr.’ McDermott concluded the investigation 
of Mr. Bristow by asking a number of ques- 
tions regarding the official duties of the 
fourth assistant. 

Q.—When did you first suspect Beavers of mal- 
administration? . 

A.—Well, a number of -years ago I thought that 
Mr. Beavers was not just the kind of an officer 
I would -want for a subordinate, but I had no 
specific information regarding his conduct. 

Q.—Did you have’*any suspicion about. Mr. 
Heath? é 

A.—I do not think I could say that I suspected 
Mr. Heath's integrity. 

Q.—You did suspect Mr. Beavers? 

A.—Well, I do not know that I suspected his in- 
tegrity. After the investigation began: I became 
clearly convinced that he was dishonest. 

Q.—If you were suspicious why ‘did you not in- 
vestigate Beavers? 

A.—Because I would have been promptly told 
that I had no business to investigate into an- 
other man’s department. I could do tWat only 
if instructed to do so. I had no authority to in- 
vestigate Mr. Beavers. ' 

The committee adjourned for the day-at 
2 o'clock, after discussing for two hours be- 
hind closed doors that part of the report re- 
lating to clerk hire with First Assistant 
Wynne, Supt. Waters, and Clerk Granfield. 
These officials will go on the stand in open 
session tomorrow. 


SENATE DISCUSSES BUILDINGS. 


Mr. Hale Arraigns Architect of Execu- 
tive Office for What He Calls 
“His Impudence.” 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—Considera- 
tion in the senate today of the bill providing 
for the p®&chase of a site and the erection 
of a building for the departments, state, 
justice, and commerce and labor, was made 
the oecasion for adverse criticism of the

fices. Messrs. Teller and Hale led the 
charge on the architect and Mr. Newlands 
defended him.

He 
criticised the payment of enormous fees to 
the architects employed in connection with 
the White house improvements, and said 
they received $9,000 for the plans. -Then, he 
said, they charged a percentage on the whole 
contract as well as a percentage on every 
payment of the contract and drew out of 
it $47,000.

CONGRESS MAY TRY CHARLES 
SWAYNE OF FEDERAL COURT. 


Accused. Presides Over the Northern 
District of Florida—He Is Charged 
with Absenteeism, Inefficiency, Cor- 
ruption, and Other Crimes and Mis- 
demeanors—Resolution in Favor of 
Such Action Reported by Jadiciary 
Committee—Such Proceedings Rare.

It was al- 
leged he had corruptly favored certain per- 
sons in different bankruptcy cases, and the 
judge got back at some attorneys who crit- 
icised him’ through the medium of extraor- 
dinary contempt proceedings. It was re- 
peatedly charged he was constantly absent 
from the state and really made his home in 
Delaware, returning to Florida only at long 
interyals when he could no longer avoid 
appearing in court. ~ Memorials containing 
these charges were presented to congress at 
the last sesgion, -but too late to hear evi- 
dence, and nothing whatever was done about 

If the house adopts the report of the com- 
mittee and votes a, resolution of impeach- 
ment it will have the effect of delaying the 
adjournment of congress for some little 
time.

-the members are sworn in for this express 
purpose. The proceedings are open and are 
conducted according to the usual ‘methods 
of courts. Witnesses will have to be called 
from Florida and other distant points and 
the accused judge will have ample oppor- 
tunity to present his side of the case. Then 
will come the arguments and finally the de- 
cision by the senate, which, will have en- 
tire control of the case after the impeach- 
ment presented by the managers on the part 
of the house, it being only in case of im- 
peachment of a president when the chief 
justice presides. All these proceedings would 
take up at least a month, so that congress 
might not be able to adjourn until June 1. 

Mr. Babcock of Wisconsin, in order to get 
his record clear, may decide to ask for a 
congressional investigation as to the charge 
that he sent many tons of franked matter 
into his district for the express purpose of 
benefiting the railroads in that section of 
Wisconsin. In talking of the matter this 
afternoon Mr. Babcock said the charge, 
which was sneaked into the Record by Rep- 
resentative Baker of New York, and which 
was promptly expunged today, was nothing 
more than a circular which originally was 
prepared by the La Follette crowd when 
they undertook to beat Babcock for renomi- 
nation ‘this-winter, because he had opposed 
the governor. Since then Babcock has car- 
ried his district with flying colors. 

The charge made by La Follette and re- 
peated by Mr. Baker under leave to print, 
a trick which an old member would never 
have been guilty of, was that Babcock sent 
out to the postoffices of his home county 
many tons of franked matter during the 


|“ weighing period’ of 1893, for the express 


purpose of increasing the mail compensa- 
tion of the raflroads in his district. In ex- 
planation of this Mr. Babcock this evening 
repeated the statement he made during the 
La Follette campaign, as a result of which 
he was triumphantly renominated.. The 
average weight of matter sent under his 
frank was only 126 pounds during the time 
specified, and that included a lot of agricul- 
tural reports specifically asked for by the 
schools in his district. 
*** 

The house and senate republicans held a 
joint caucus tonight and agreed upon a con- 
gressional committee. Mr. Babcock of Wis- 
consin undouvbtedly will be chosen chair- 
man and Mr. Loudenslager of New Jersey 
secretary. There is a vacancy on the com- 
mittee from Illinois, as the members of the 
delegation could not muster a quorum to- 
night, owing to the bad weather.

According to the chemical experts of the ag- 
ricultural department dbsolute and danger- 
ous poisons lurk in all imported sausages 
used in this country, and the drugs used as 
preservatives, especially, are hurtful to peo- 
pie with delicate digestive organs. E. M, 


Chace, one of the department chemists, has 
Giscovered that frankfurters and bologna 
sausages, such as are used as a special 
feature at Dutch suppers, and as regular food 
by many, contain aluminium acetate injected 
under the skin of the sausage as a preserva- 
tive. 

Mr. Chace is one of the acetate acid experts 
in the chemical division of the agricultural 
department, and says: 

**I found after a thorough examination of 
a dozen samples obtained by the department 
from the custom house, that every can of 
imported sausage contained a certain amount 
of this preservative, which is injected into 
the sausage meat by the manufacturers be- 
fore it is forced into the skins. The average 
amount of the drug used is about 135 milli- 
grams tothecan. Investigation has shown 
that aluminium salt is not digestible, and 
consequently is harmful to the stomach.”’ 

This same expert also made an investiga- 
tion of American sausages, cured and put up, 
and, while some of them contained preserv- 
atives, none of the samples had been treated 
with aluminium acetate. 


tion of wild animals, most of which are gifte 
and immediately bestowed upon zodlogical 
parks for safe keeping, a noted scientist of 
Washington said this morning: “ It is evi- 
dently known all over the world by this time 
that President Roosevelt is a great lover of 
the big game of this and other countries. 
He seems to care less for killing than for 
studying it. Dr. C. Hart Merriam, biologist 
’ for.the United States government, has a ten 
page letter from the president, all on the 
subject of bears found in Yellowstone park, 
written in long hand and at a time when the 
president was supposed to be devoting him- 
self entirely to recreation and pleasure.”’ 

The president and Dr. Merriam are old 
friends, and it was Dr. Merriam who helped 
him out on his book on the big game of North 
America, issued after he became president, 
and for which he had contracted before that 
position fellto him. 

Feeling highly elated over his observation 
of the various bears which crossed his path- 
‘way at a safe distance in the great national 
park the president at once remembered of 
Dr. Merriam’s years of devotion to the same 
study, and, after tramping miles over the 
dangerous passes of these animals, he 
stopped to write his friend a letter. 

‘“ The thoughtfulness for his friend, com- 
bined with the real scientific value of the 
observations, make the letter of wonderful 
value not only as a souvenir but as a con- 
tribution to science. 

** However,’’ added the same scientist. 
“ President Roosevelt must have somewhere 
in his collection of letters one from the 
Smithsonian institution of this city when 
he was a student at Harvard, politely de- 
clining a large collection.of animals and 
birds indiscriminately. collected and awk- 
wardly mounted, which he offered asa 
gratuitous gift to the government. How- 
ever, later they accepted hundreds of the 
birds and other specimens from the embryo 
president, and the collection refused by the 
Smithsonian immediately was accepted by 
a less crowded western university.’’ 

Representative Mann will make an effort 
in the house to improve the mail service at 
Chicago by offering an amendment to the 
postal appropriation bill authorizing the 
postmaster general to enter into contract 
with the Illinois Telephone and Telegraph 
company for the use of their tunnels to 
transport the mails from the postoffice to 
the railway stations, and from the depots 
to the postoffice, if this work can be per- 
formed at no greater cost than the wagon 
service. 

Some time ago the members of the Illinois 
delegation called upon the postmaster gen- 
eral and urged him to appoint a commission 
of postal experts to visit Chicago and make 
an investigation to determine whether or 
not the tunnels could be used for this pur- 
pose, and if the plans were feasible. 

The postmaster general appointed the 
commission. It visited Chicago, looked over 
the ground, and made a report to the post- 
master general in favor of the proposition. 
Later on several members of the Chicago 
delegation appeared before the postoffice 
committee and urged that a clause be in- 
corporated in the appropriation bill author- 
izing the postmaster general to make a con- 
tract for the tunnel. 

The members of the committee were favor- 
able to the scheme, but by an oversight 
failed to make provision for granting the 
postmaster general the necessary authority. 
The purpose of the amendment is to remedy 
this, and grant the postmaster general au- 
thority to expend the appropriation for 
wagon service by making a contract for the 
tunnels. 

It is believed the tunnel service can be per- 
formed for the amount now paid for wagons. 
The change is supposed to mean a great im- 
provement in the mail serviée at Chicago, 
as it was found by the commission of ex- 
perts that a great deal of time could be 
saved in handling both the outgoing mail 
and the incoming mails.

Fine cloths are crossed at the center or 
bordered at the plate line with insertions of 
heavy linen lace, the corners joined so skill- 
fully that the seam is invisible.. The edges

Circular cloths, for round tables, are usu- 
ally of plain satin damask and have a circu- 
lar border of lace or figured damask that 
rests on the table. A similar pattern can 
sometimes be found in a square cloth. 

Hemstitching and a line or two of drawn 
work add greatly to the appearance of a set 
of tablecloths and napkins. 

A set of this kind can be made at home 
from the unfigured damask that comes by 
the yard at about one-third the sum that it 
sells for. 

For dinner use napkins are seven-eighths 
yard wide; for luncheon and breakfast, six- 
eighths; for light refreshments to guests, 
five-eighths yard. These last are as fine as 
possible, with fringed or hemstitched ends. 

For the ordinary oblong table the cloth 
is eight quarters wide, and ten quarters for 
a table wider than four and one-half feet. 
Only a few inches hanging over the edge 
of the table cheapens the appearance of the 
finest cloth. 

Pads tp perfect the table top are made of 
| wadded muslin, machine quilted and tape 
bound. They can be made at home and are 
cheap ehough to admit of a change for laun- 
dering. 

Linens are marked with white French cot- 
ton in raised letters, done in satin stitch. 
Handsome cloths are embroidered at both 
ends on a diagonal drawn from corner to 
corner and high enough up to be in plain 
view upon the table.

The grading seems to be a little easier anda 
considerable percentage is going into No. 2, 
but millers find it difficult to get the amount 
of choice wheat they want to buy. Country 
mills own a considerable amount of the whéat 
in store im Minneapolis, estimated at 2,000,000 
bu, 8o that to this extent Minneapolis stocks 
of 11,000,000 are for local purposes some less 
than the total indicates, so that local millers 
will be obliged to secure that amount of 
wheat from future receipts if they keep up 
the output to the present basis. The miflers 
are doing but little business for export, and 


' in consequence they are taking conservative 


view of the price; that Is to say, they judge 
the situation from the standpoint of the de- 
mand for flour, rather than from the stand- 
point of the supply of wheat, and show some 
tendency to underestimate the fact that the 
United States has.over 80,000,000 people to 
feed for four months out of the supplies 
which the government estimates are 132,000, - 
000 bu on the farms, to which can be added 
84,000,000 bu In the visible, and perhaps 20,- 
000,000 bu in country storage. So far as the 
northweet is concerned the government re- 
orts on farm stocks seem to be regarded 
as about right, except in South Dakota the 
government report seems to have been ex- 
cessive. The prospective increase in wheat 
acreage in the northwest this year will call 
for 2,000,000 or 8,000,000 bu more wheat for 
seed than was used last year.” 


There was a little falling off in the ship- 
ments of wheat from Russia for the week, but 
they are still larger than for the correspond- 
ing week last year. They amounted to 
1,784,000 bu, compared with 2,600,000 bu the 
previous week and 1,640,000 bu a year ago. 
Danubian shipments increased from 464,000 
bu to 1,082,000 bu. A year ago they were 
1,608,000 bu. English country wheat mar- 
kets were reported easier and about 6d lower. 
London quoted on passage cargoes dull, with 
little serious inquiry. Those Minneapolis 
millers who have been playing for a break in 
wheat prices are apparently not yet satis- 
fied with their success. Reports from Minne- 
apolis told of a dull four demand, and it was 
said the mills would close down on Thursday. 
There is a bit of gossip floating around to the 
effect the millers of the country have an 
agreement to shut down for three days any 
time business gets slack. There was one 
such shutdown early in the year, the first 
under the alleged agreement, which was en- 
tered into late in 1008. If the announced 
shutdown should turn out to be three days it 
would go far to prove the existence of such 
an agreement. Not only Minneapolis but 
country mills are said to be parties to the 
compact, but a shutdown in the big milling 
center attracts the most attention. 

Cash wheat in the local sample market was 
trratic, strong on some grades, but on others 
as weak as the futures. There were sales 
of No. 8 spring at 93c and of No.8 red at 98c. 
At Milwaukee No. 2 northern sold at 98c. 
The only business in round lots reported 
here was a sale of 25,000 bu No. 3 spring.

THIS QUARTER. 


Payment in Full Expected, However, 
on Assumption of Improved EKarn- 
{ngs Later in the Year—Illinois Tun- 
nel Company to Install Extension 
Service—Counselman & Co. to Con- 
tinue Under Present Name~—Shorts 


Information in La Salle street yest 
Pittsburg wae to the effect that earn- 
the United States Steel corporation 
for the current quarter wouid probably not 
be equal the amount due on the preferred 
stock for the same period. But although the 
earnings might fall below the dividend, it 
was the understan that the distribu- 
tion would be made. T theory on which 
the @ividend is to be paid, even if not earned, 
fe that the present three are poor months 
and that in the last nine months of the year 
deficit will be more than mede up. 
While reports everywhere are to the ef- 
fect that the steel and fron situation is im- 
oving, it appears that sucly will not be 
howz in the quarterly figures of the Steel 
corporation. The company has booked this 
year tone of steel rails, against 
2,800,000 tons 


for the entire twelve months 
of 1908. But the significant feature of the 
rail situation ie that while no orders have 
been talken for less than $28 a ton, still it is 
stipulated that if there should be @ deoline 
in the market price at the date of delivery 
the purchasers are to receive the benefit 
of the decline. The $28 a ton, therefore, 
means only that quotation is the present 
price and may not be received for the com- 
pany’s output. ; 

New York had information similar te the 
foregoing, though there were but hints of 
the actua) condition. Not much would have 
been thought of what in New York was gos- 
sip but for the selling of Steel preferred 
by a Pittsburg house. 


Illinois Telephone Branch Service. 

After the May 1 moving is over in the down- 
town district the Illinois Tunnel company 
will begin the installation of branch tele- 
phone systems corresponding to the private 
exchanges now operated by the old company 
where a large number of lines are in use. 
It has not been generally known that the 
autometic telephone was susceptible of a 
switchboard arrangement with branch in- 
struments. The branch system will preserve 
the same privacy that obtains with the con- 
tinuous trunk line. The office operator will 
cohmect the branch phone with the trunk 
line, and thereafter there can be no over- 
hearing or interruption of the service. 

The charge for the branch phones will be 
approximately $2.00 a month, or an annual 
rental of $24.00. This will be in addition to 
the cost of the trunk line, which is Sc an 
outgoing call until a maximum of $85.00 is 
reached for the year. all calls 
are free. 

The company claims to have installed at 
this time 6,200 instruments. It is announced 
to be the policy of the company to continue 
increasing its subscription list. After this 
feature of the work has been completed more 
attention will be given to detail of special 
service, 

Shorts and Cheap Money. 

A New York member of the firm of King, 
Hodenpyl & Co. was in Chicago yesterday. 
Speaking of the market situation, he said 
among other things: 

“T feel a great deal better over the out- 
look ‘than I did some months ago. Wall 
street generally has lost a great deal of the 
fear which. characterized views of the situa- 
tion last fall. Then every one seemed to be 
afraid and it was not possible to do anything 
in an fmportant way. 

“We do a large amount of bond business, 
and I find the market for investment secur!- 
ties has greatly improved. Money is cheap. 
Call loans in Wall street go at 1% per cent 
and time loans are freely made at 8% per 
cent for four months. Such a condition in 
the money market naturally helps the stock 
speculative situation. Persons who have 
had their money tn bank afraid to invest 
it and waiting for a more favorable time 
have grown weary of the low return on 
their idle funds and are investing in securi- 
ties which give a good return. 

** But I am persuaded the short interest is 
making largely the present advance. The 
commission houses report but little of what 
is called commission buying. Shorts and 
traders are the basis of this advance. The 
short interest is extremely large and has 
not been eliminated, though there is con- 
siderably smaller volume of such contracts 
now than one week ago.”’ 3 


Trusteeship in Northern Securities. 

Northern Securities shares were strong 
yesterday. While the plan jis not known defi- 
nitely locally & is the view that atrusteeship 
will be formed for a minority holding of 
the controlled stock. This trusteed stock 
being a minority, will not mean concentra- 
tion of control. But the shares trusteed, to- 
gether with the holdings of insiders work- 
ing in harmony, will keep the properties to- | 
gether. 


Gold and Cheap Money Abroad. 
The London Statist in ite issue of March 
12 contains the following: 

“ The great French banks have been doing 
nothing this week. Last week and the week 
before they bought bills on a large scale. 
This week they have been inactive, for rates 
have fallen to such a point that ft is no longer 
worth while to take bills. Moreover, spec- 
ulation on-the stock exchange has practically 
been filled, and consequently there has been 
little demand for that account. Even trade 
is affected and its demands for loanable 
capital are consequently exceptionally small. 
We showed last week how enormous is the 
production of gold at the present time. It 
will be much larger this year than it was 
last year, and it will be still larger next year. 
Gold in fact is coming in in such amounts 
that it would tend to send down the rates 
of interest and discount under any circum- 
stances. But its influence is greatly aug- 
mented by the general paralysis of busi- 
ness. At this time of the year one*would 
naturally expect rates to be stiff because of 
the collection of the revenue. But in the 
first place the revenue is not coming in as 
was anticipated in the budget estimates. 
And in the second place the government has 
been paying off large amounts of treasury 
bills. The revenue collection, therefore, is 
not exercising as much influence as usual,’ 
while the accumulation of gold and the stag- 
nation of business are together affecting the 
market materially. It looks, therefore, as if 
we were about to witness a long period of 
cheap money.”’

RYAN A WINNER | 


“AGAINST O'KEEFE, 


Gains a Close Decision After 


‘Six Rounds of Hard ~ 
Fighting. 


WEAKENED BY REDUCING 


Loser Says He Will Fight No 
More—It “Kills Him” 
to Train. | 


[BY GEORGE.SILER.] - 
By keeping on top of his man and forcing 
the fighting in the last round Buddy’ Ryan 
won a close decision over Jack O'Keefe in 
the windup of the Waverly club initial boxing 


It was about as even a contest as one 


would care to witness for five rounds, and 
judging by the manner in which the battle 
fluctuated in those sessions a decision of 
& draw was anticipated. Ryan, however, 

took the bull by the horns” in the final 
round and by dint of the hardest kind. of 
fighting finished the session with a slight 
margin in his favor—hardly enough, in the 
opinion of some of the spectators, to base 
a decision on, bat still enough to demonstrate 
he was the better man when the final gong 
clanged. 

This may be attributed to O’Keefe’s weak- 
ness, as it was all he could do to make the 
weight, 135 pounds, and upon leaving the 
ring said he would never fight again, ‘‘ What 
is the use of my figthing when it nearly kills 
me to train? I was weak as a cat beforethe 
end of the fourth round. I felt my legs giv- 
ing Way under me in the fight and I am 
blessed if I know how I stood up to theend.”’ 


Show Fine Points of Fighting. 

The contest, viewed from any angle, was 
about the prettiest witnessed in hicago. 
Both boys boxed cleverly, blocked and slipped 
superbly, and illustrated all the fine points 
of the game to a large and appreciative 
crowd. The conditions of the match called 
for the boys to weigh 135 pounds at 3 o'clock, 
O'Keefe just lifting the beam, while Ryan 
scaled in easily. 

Ryan was the first to lead and was nicely 
blocked, and when Jack let go his left he 
found Buddy’s head under his arm. Jack's 
next essay was left and right for the head, 
scoring with the first, but missing with the 
other. Then came.a brace of left hand 
counters, both scoring. Ryan followed with 
a left hook, which found lodgment on the 
side of O’Keefe’s head, and in return he re- 
ceived a right hand uppercut on the chin, 
which brought them to a_ clinch. Jack 
dropped in a left on the face, but before he 
could get out of distance Ryan brought over 
his favorite left and right, which Jack partly 
evened up with a hard: straight left that 
covered Ryan's face. Hooks, swings, and 
straight Jabbing by both followed, with 
honors even, but in a rally which cropped up 
after this long range hitting Ryan showed 
the more speed. It was nip and tuck until 
the last ten seconds of the round, when 
Ryan, by tearing in with both hands, secured 
the round by a small margin. 


Good Work in the Second. 


O’Keefe showed to the better advantage 
in the second session, planting several 
straight lefts to the face and two hard right 
upper cuts to the body. Ryan, seeing he 
was at a disadvantage at long range, bore 
in, but in the rally which his aggressiveness 
brough forth he was fortunate to hold his 
own. Jack’s next effort was a straight left 
which connected with Ryan's forehead, but 
he was quick enough to slip under Jack's 
next lead and demonstrated he could also 
shoot straight by countering severalof Jack's 
leads. Ryan then planted a hard right into 
O’Keefe's body, but took a brace of hard 
punches in return. They slammed away for 
all that was in them during the remainder 
of the session, with O'Keefe showing the 
better. 

Jack also had a slight margin in the third 
round, in which he cut a gash on Buddy's 
left eyebrow. He began the period by reach- 
ing Ryan's face with left and right, the lat- 
ter being a staggerer.. Buddy then hooked 
over a brace of rights... Both, however, 
landed too far back. He slipped under a 
straight left drive, then scored a hard left 
to the face. Jack retaliated with a left to 
the head and a corking right hand upper cut. 
The latter blow brought them to close quar- 
ters, with Jack holding and Ryan pumping 
left and right into the body. When split out 
they engaged in a warm rally, with an even 
break. O'Keefe then took the lead, with two 
lefts and with a left and right for the face, 
the right opening Ryan's left eyebrow. 

Rally after rally followed, both doing good 
work. When again in the open Jack peppered 
Buddy with straight left jabs, Ryan con- 
tenting himself by slipping out of danger 
and trying hard for a knockout. 


Buddy Better in the Fourth. 

Buddy showed up the better in the fourth. 
He met Jack's leads, stood toe to toe to him 
in the rallies, and, while he did not have 
matters his own way, won the session by 
a shade. The fifth round was also even. 
First one, then the other took the upper 
hand. Both were hard walloped at times, 


| took the blows without flinching, and at bell 


tap it was still any one's fight. ,s 

Jack ‘was tired when called to the center 
for the last. round and Buddy, determined 
to do or die, tore in for all he was worth to 
turn the tide of battle in his favor. He was 
on top of Jack at all times, forced him all 
over the ring, and in the first two minutes 
of the round secured a big margin. In the 
last minute O’Keefe sent in,at least a half 
dozen right hand upper cuts. Ryan mixed it 
in the last ten seconds and had Jack hang-

It was a close fit, much closer than the 
Herrera-Yanger contest, which was declared 
a draw by Referee Bardell, who also officiated 
last night. 

O’ Keefe and Ryan were placed under arrest 
before they entered the ring to prevent Con- 
stable Luddy, who served warrants on Her- 
rera and Yanger, from taking them in charge. 
Jimmy Gardner, who beat Mike Ward, chal- 
lenged the winner.

CATTLE MEN WIN LEGAL POINT. 


Interstate Commerce Bureau Holds Lim- 
itations Do Not Apply in Suit 


Against Burlington Road. 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—The inter- 
state commerce commission today an- 
nounced its decision in the case of the Cattle 
Raisers’ association of Kansas and the Chi- 
cago live stock exchange against the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy and other ralil- 
road companies entering the aity of Chicago. 
The commission holds that the statute of 
limitation does not apply to the suit of the 
members of the association for damages, and 
defines the procedure to be followed in pro- 
curing reparation through the commission. 
The complainant and the intervenor are 
given leave to show to what territory the 
through rate reduction of 1896 applied, and 
if it appears there was territory to which | 
such reduction did not apply, and from 
which no reduction has been made, de- 
fendants will be allowed to show that the 
through rate from that territory is reason- 
able, notwithstanding the terminal charge 
of $2 per car in Chicago. 

Upon proof, damages will be allowed in 
favor of members of the Cattle Raisers’ as- 
sociation of Texas on shipments from all 
territory down to the reduction in through 
rates of 1896, and from territory to which 
that reduction did not apply down to the 
date of hearing. 


INDIANA TAX LAW IS KILLED. 


Act Applying to Express Companies Is 
Held to Interfere with Inter- 
state Commerce, 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—Justice 
Holmes of the Supreme court of the United 
States today delivered tke opinion of that 
court in the case of James C. Fargo, presi- 
dent of the American Express company, vs 
William R. Hart, auditor of the state of In- 
diana, reversing the decree of the Circuit |. 
court for the district of Indiana. 

The case involved the Indiana law of 1893 
providing for the taxation of express com- 
panies, telegraph companies, etc., the oper- 
ating of which the express company resisted, 
The Circuit court upheld the state authori- 
ties. The opinion of the Supreme court was 
based on the ground that the system of taxa- 
tion proposed is an interference with inter- 
state commerce.
